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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment received on December 1 1 , 
2008. Since it appears as though allowable subject matter is found in generic claims 4 
and 7, the requirement for election of species has been withdrawn. Claims 1 , 5, 1 7, and 
18 have been cancelled. Claims 2-4, 6-16, and 19 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-4, 6-16, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. It is unclear from the disclosure whether current is being applied based on 
the revolving speed of the rotary shaft or based on relative speed. See lines 12-15 of 
paragraph [0014]. It is unclear, in claims 2, 3, and 16, if "relative speed" should read --a 
revolving speed of the rotary shaft--. Note paragraph [0016]. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-4, 6-16, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. It is questioned which claims are 
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accurate regarding what controls application of current to the coil. Note, for example, 
lines 7-9 of claim 4 and lines 9-12 of claim 7. 

In claim 6, line 14, "the member" is unclear. Examiner suggests replacing "the 
member" with -one of the member or ring--. 

In claim 13, line 3, "input member" lacks a proper antecedent basis.
